Eagles,  no  matter  what  disparaging  remar  ks  Benjamin  Franklin 
made  about  them,  are  majestic  creatures.  Living  close  to  Lake  Erie.  1 
have  lived  through  the  ups  and  downs  of  the  eagle  population  being 
decimated  by  poisonous  toxins,  and  their  rebirth  to  becoming  a  stable 
factor  again  along  the  shores  of  the  Great  Lakes.  A  few  years  ago.  my 
wife  said  there  was  an  eagle  in  the  tree-line  behind  our  house.  1  replied. 
“Yeah,  right!”  As  usual  in  our  household,  she  was  right  Tltere  was  an 
eagle  and  with  binoculars  we  were  really  able  to  admire  the  bird  closely. 
It  flew  around  our  lake  for  awhile  as  it  dove  for  a  few  fish  but  came  up 
empty,  and  then  disappeared  towards  the  river.  I  did  capture  some  of  the 
moments  with  my  video  camera  just  for  proof.  Now,  the  eagle  is  one  of 
our  national  symbols,  but  to  the  ail  bar  collector,  it  is  also  one  of  the 
most  coveted  birds  because  of  its  propensity  to  come  in  what  we  like  to 
call  Eagle  Nests. 

In  the  5'1'  edition  of  An  Indexed  Guide  Book  of  Silver  Art  Bars. 


there  are  over  60  different  bars/rounds  listed  for  he  eagle.  What  1  have 
had  an  interest  in  and  an  enjoyment  in  collecting  are  the  eagles  that 
reside  in  'nests’  a.k.a.  boxes. 

There  are  three  different  Eagle  Nests  in  the  guidebook.  The  first 
one.  alphabetically  in  the  book,  is  the  Capitol  Medals  set  on  page  24.  It 
is  comprised  of  five  eagles  starting  with  the  3ounce  “Great  Eagle”  (CAP- 
I).  the  2  ounce  "Double  Eagle”  (CAP-2),  the  lounce  "Eagle”  (CAP-3), 
the  “1/2  ounce  Eagle”  (CAP-4),  and  the  “1/4  ounce  Eagle”  (CAP-5).  It 
comes  in  a  blue  hinged  box,  and  is  one  of  the  few  sets  of  rounds  in  the 
art  bar  book.  I  was  fortunate  enough  to  stumble  upon  it  while  looking 
for  something  else  at  the  Michigan  State  Numismatic  Society’s  fall  show 
held  over  Thanksgiving  weekend,  November  29,  2008.  The  dealer, 
Brian,  was  apologizing  for  what  he  had  to  charge  for  the  6.75  ounces  of 
silver  and  the  original  box.  ..$1 10.  Of  course,  at  first.  I  thought  he  was 
nuts!  He  wanted  $16.29  an  ounce  for  silver,  absurd  Little  did  he  know, 
he  had  just  what  I  was  looking  for  and  that  I  thought  the  price  was 
reasonable  for  the  nest  of  eagles.  Needless  to  say.  I  made  the  deal. 

The  next  sets  of  Eagle  Nests  are  a  Type  1  and  Type  2  of  the 
same  obverse,  but  each  has  its  own  distinct  reverse.  This  would  be  the 
Foster  Company’s  sets  on  page  67  of  the  guidebook.  You  have  the  Type 
1  which  has  a  reverse  using  the  'Silver  Sales,  Inc.’  and  the  Type  2  which 
has  a  reverse  using  'Hercaimy  Enterprises,  Walla  Walla.  WA.’  I  have 
managed  to  acquire  both  of  these  sets.  These  sets  are  comprised  of  seven 
eagles”  in  various  weights.  They  are  the  10  ounce  “Ten  Silver  Eagles” 
(FC-7  &  7V),  the  5  ounce  “Five  Silver  Eagles  (FC-9  &  9V),  the  2  'A 
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ounce  “2  */2  Eagles”  (FC-6  &  6  V),  the  I  ounce  “Flying  Eagle  (FC-1  & 

I V),  l/j  ounce  “Silver  Eagle”  (FC-8  &  8V),  and  the  1/3  ounce  “Quarter 
Eagle  (FC-5  &  5V ).  The  first  set  I  bought.  I  purchased  from  Jun  Best 
a  k  a.  auiips  on  eBay  back  on  February  23,  200 1 .  At  that  time,  Jim  was 
asking  $200  for  the  set  in  the  original  box  which  was  really  pristine. 
(Thanks  for  that  buy.  Jim!)  The  Type  2  set  I  bought  at  an  auction  on 
November  10,  2007  tor  $325.  So,  for  19.25  ounces  of  silver.  1  paid 
$10.39  an  ounce  the  first  time,  and  the  second  time  1  spent  $16.88  an 
ounce  which  did  include  a  buyers’  fee  of  1 5%  for  the  auction  company. 
The  second  set.  unfortunately,  only  has  the  lower  half  of  the  box.  The 
top  halt  is  missing.  (So  if  you  have  an  extra  top  just  lying  around,  let  me 
know.)  Who  would  have  ever  thought  those  prices  would  ever  look  low? 

The  last  Eagle  Nest  1  bought  was  fairly  recently,  and  once  again 
it  was  one  of  out  ow  n  IASAC  members  that  helped  me  discover  this  one. 
This  one  is  especially  exciting  for  me  because  it  is  an  enameled  set. 

Diane  (Patricia)  Eastes,  a.k.a.  setsaed on  eBay  had  this  one  for  sale  last 
October.  She  also  was  kind  enough  to  add  some  explanation  as  to  why 
this  set  was  so  special.  Here’s  what  she  wrote  to  describe  the  set.  “Very 
rare  set  that  I  am  told  was  designed  and  issued  to  commemorate  the  1st 
silver  Eagle  s  set  which  was  issued  by  the  Foster  Company  back  in  1969. 
The  SilverTowne  Enameled  Eagle’s  Nest  was  not  a  copyright 
infringement  on  Foster  Company  or  in  conjunction  w  ith  The  Foster 
t  ompany.  just  a  nice  idea  to  commemorate  the  most  historical  set  of  all 
time.  ”  1-  tried  to  call  SilverTowne  just  now.  but  they  had  already  closed 
for  the  day.  If  I  can  gather  any  additional  information  on  the  set  from  the 
archives  department,  I  will  share  it  with  out  in  the  future.  The  set  is 
comprised  of  a  1 0  ounce  round,  a  5  ounce  round,  a  1  ounce  round  and  a  1 
ounce  bar.  They  have  a  stock  reverse,  but  the  obverse  is  enameled  and 
has  either  SilverTowne  or  ST  on  the  ribbon  that  the  eagle  is  clutching. 

The  field  is  gold-plated  and  the  eagle,  ribbon,  arrows,  stars,  olive 
branches  and  national  shield  are  hand-enameled  to  perfection!  All  I  can 
say  is,  “WOW!” 

In  closing.  I’ve  shared  what  I  have  collected  over  the  years  in 
Ragle  Nests.  If  you  have  had  any  experience  with  something  1  didn’t 
mention,  drop  me  a  line  or  call  to  fill  me  in  on  what's  out  there  that  I’m 
missing. 

Until  next  time,  keep  looking  for  those  silver  pieces  that  interest 

you.

"  Collector's  Passions"

The  passion  of  the  Collectors  in  the  beginning  brought  our  hobby  to 
life  and  in  the  end  saved  our  hobby  as  we  see  it  flourishing  today. 

As  a  witness  to  the  beginning  of  our  hobby  whether  a  Silver  Art  Bar 
or  Round  it  was  always  about  passion  and  love.  In  the  early  60's  Silver 
Bars  were  commodities  die  poured  to  be  sold  as  Silver  alone  as  a 
precious  metal.  Sometimes  they  were  mint  marked  to  establish  their 
purity  and  reputation  of  the  mint.  It  was  later  in  the  60's  when  true 
Silver  Art  Bars  were  truly  born  and  discovered  by  collectors.  For  me  I 
think  Foster  Mint's  Stamped  Fagles  Set  in  1969  was  a  solid  beginning. 
Collectors  saw  the  potential,  passions  were  ignited,  and  the  true  age  of 
collectors  began. 

As  we  entered  the  70’s,  collectors  were  visualizing  all  the  possibilities 
and  began  to  act.  It  began  with  collectors  like  Duane  Spellman  and 
Greathouse.  Here  the  collectors  took  charge,  they  designed  Bars,  and 
found  a  mint  to  produce  them.  Their  passion  and  risk  took  our  hobby 
to  greater  heights.  To  me  this  is  the  Golden  Age  of  Our  Hobby.  The 
early  70’s  produced  wonderful  w  orks  of  art  and  created  legendary  Bars 
we  all  seek  today.  Even  more  it  made  our  hobby  creating  passionate 
collectors  that  mints  had  to  sit  up  and  take  notice.  The  collectors  had 
created  unlimited  possibilities. 

Then  came  the  artificial  Silver  Boom  created  by  the  Hunt  Brothers 
peaking  Silver  at  $50  an  Ounce  in  1980.  A  tough  time  for  the  hobby. 
Like  me  and  other  dealers  there  was  no  way  to  save  all  the  beautiful 
work  from  the  melt.  Even  today  no  one  knows  the  loss  that  took  place. 

I  know  for  myself  if  I  received  10  Bars  of  the  same  ...I  could  only  save 
maybe  two  or  three  and  so  it  was  for  everyone  involved. 

Back  in  those  years  as  the  owner  of  ILR  Silver  I  put  out  a  collectors 
newsletter  and  talked  to  fellow  collectors  around  the  country.  I  must 
say  that  not  a  single  hobbiest  contacted  me  wanting  to  sell  their 
collection..yes  not  even  at  $50  an  Ounce. 

In  looking  back  1  know  that  all  these  collectors  as  they  created  our 
hobby  they  also  saved  it!  Today  the  Collecting  of  Silver  Art  Bars  and 
Rounds  flourishes.  We  have  a  strong  Club  and  all  can  get  together  to 
share  and  enjoy  it.  I  am  firm  in  the  belief  that  there  is  no  other  hobby 
like  ours!

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"THE  MISSING  CORVETTE"  BY  BILL  Ha  FFNFR 

If  you  are  putting  together  the  Corvette  Series  minted  by  Silver 
Towne,  and  you  are  missing  ST- 168,  1983  Corvette,  then  1 
have  the  solution.  That  was  the  year  they  moved  the  assembly 
plant  from  St.  Louis,  MO  to  Bowling  Green,  KY.  There  is  no 
1 983  bar  produced.  That  is  why  there  is  no  photo  available  on 
Page  1 07  of  the  Sixth  Edition  Guidebook.  I  hope  this  clears  up 
a  problem  for  someone. 

Thank  you  for  this  information.  Bill.  All  interested  members 
should  google  1983  Corvette  for  more  information. 


No  1983  Corvettes  were  sold.  Quality  and  production  problems 
had  delayed  introduction  of  the  new  C4  generation  so  1 983  was 
passed  over.  44  1983  cars  were  assembled.  Some  were  used  to 
sort  out  production  details  while  others  were  assigned  to 
engineering  evaluation  and  crash  testing.  A  few  were  part  of  a 
December  1 982  press  introduction  at  Riverside  Raceway  in 
California. 

43  of  the  44  1 983  C4  Corvettes  were  destroyed.  The  one 
remaining  car,  number  23  (white),  was  retired  to  the  National 
C  orvette  Museum  in  Bow'ling  Green  KY  where  it  is  now  on 
display.  It  is  still  owned  by  GM.

Where  do  we  go  from  here? 

With  silver  at  $35.28  on  3/18/1 1,  how  will  this  affect  IASAC? 

How  will  the  loss  of  two  junior  members  affect  LASAC? 

I  was  reading  Larry  Toomev's  article  in  the  3/1 1/1 1  issue  of  Numismatic 
News  entitled  “History  lost  on  young  collectors." 

A  lot  of  what  he  says  does  not  pertain  to  our  hobby.  One  thing  does, 
though,  is  that  the  kid  has  to  give  up  his  Xbox  to  have  an  interest  in  a  hobby- 
such  as  ours  and  to  also  participate.  He  also  said,  “1  see  there  is  a  general 
trend  of  disgust,  the  way  the  hobby  has  gone,  the  way  the  market 
flamboozles  collectors.  Price  structure,  spotted  merchandise,  orders 
absolutely  promised  that  never  arrive,  are  offered  adjustment  with  the 
adjustment  being  a  cancellation  because  of  'sold  out'  by  the  market,  thus 
ruining  a  grandchild's  Christmas  from  his  grandpop.  Coin 
collecting/numismatics  is  in  a  very  sad  state  today.” 

When  I  was  a  kid,  I  could  still  collect  Buffalo  Nickels,  V  Nickels,  Indian 
pennies,  Walking  half  dollars.  Silver  dollars,  all  dimes,  quarters,  and  half 
dollars  were  silver,  I  could  find  about  all  but  7  of  the  wheat  pennies  and 
occasionally  an  older  type  coin.  I  could  go  to  a  coin  dealer  and  find  other 
interesting  things  for  not  a  lot  of  premium.  I  was  treated  pretty  good  when  I 
was  a  kid  by  some  of  the  coin  dealers  and  I  always  tried  to  give  kids  good 
deals  when  1  had  my  coin  shop  as  I  remembered  the  way  1  was  treated  when 
I  was  young. 

Now,  even  in  our  hobby,  we  are  looking  at  $35  minimum  for  a  one  ounce 
silver  round  or  rectangle.  Am  1  wrong  or  might  kids  today  not  be  able  to 
collect  many  silver  bars.  I  know  a  lot  adults  who  are  struggling  to  buy  the 
necessities  of  life  and  cannot  afford  to  buy  silver  at  these  levels. 

Bronze  bars  are  great  for  an  alternative  to  silver  for  the  art  bars  but 
unfortunately  dealers  want  to  treat  them  as  junk.  There  can  never  be  a 
secondary  market  in  rare  bronze  bars  when  dealers  treat  them  as  something 
worth  less  than  recyclables. 

Even  without  money,  how  are  the  kids  going  to  appreciate  the  silver  art 
hobby  unless  they  are  exposed  through  information  such  as  The  Silver 
Bugle? 

IASAC  barely  breaks  even  on  the  6  Silver  Bugles  that  we  publish  for  the 
adult  dues  and  we  lose  money  on  Junior  Memberships  but  we  know  that 
they  are  the  lifeblood  of  our  hobby. 

Consider  gifting  a  child,  grandchild,  neighbor  kid  or  maybe  that  special 
kid  from  church  a  Junior  Membership  to  IASAC  and  hopefully  we  can  plant 
seeds  in  the  silver  art  hobby  that  will  last  their  lifetime.  Ed  I.antz
